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Preface 


During the month of Ramadan 1437AH a thought 
crossed my mind whilst offering Tarawlh salah in 
the Haram of Makkah Al-Mukarramah. It was to 
compile each of the pure and blessed names of 
Allah it with a short du‘a or words of praise from 
the Qur’an and Ahadlth corresponding to each 
name. My late Shaykh, Hadrat Haji Fartiq sahib 
# once said, “A good thought which comes whilst 
performing salah should be acted upon because 
it is blessed.” Hence during the short break after 
ten raka‘at, I asked my companion, both at home 
and away and the coolness of my eyes, Mawlana 
Ahmad sahib zida majduhiim, for pen and paper. 
With the help of Allah it I quickly jotted down 
a few names of Allah it with appropriate du‘as 
that came to mind at the time, thereby initiating 
the work. Thereafter, during my stay in the 
Haramayn Sharifayn and after my return, during 
the Ftikaf of the last ten days, through the 
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continued Grace of Allah 9 ® the work progressed 
and neared completion. There were only a few 
names of Allah IS for which a corresponding du‘a 
was difficult to determine; some friends also gave 
their suggestions and only through the Grace 
and Benevolence of Allah 91 the work ultimately 
reached its completion. 

After this phase, the commentaries of the Al- 
Asma-ul-Husna were read and thought was given 
to the appropriateness of each du‘a. Each du‘a was 
finalised only after I was satisfied. I am thankful 
to my dear students: Mawlana Tamir Shujauddin; 
Mufti Ismail Bhayat; Mufti Ibrahim Bagas; and 
Mufti Muhammad Bhattai zidat altafuhiim for their 
help. 

The majority of the ‘Ulama opine that the names 
of Allah 91 are not limited only to these ninety- 
nine. 1 However, for the ease of the readers, the 
ninety-nine names of Allah H mentioned in the 
narration of At-Tirmidhi have been taken. 2

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This compilation shall, insha’allah, be a means of 
immense blessing for the readers as: 

1. These names are beloved to Allah IS; Allah Si 
Himself has praised these names: 

(Such is) Allah. There is no diety but He. For Him 
are the beautiful names. (8:20) 

2. Allah M has ordered us to call Him and ask 
from Him through the medium of these names: 

To Allah belong the beautiful names. So, call 
Him by them... (7:180) 

3. The Al-Asma-ul-Husna are themselves blessed; 
Nabi il said: 

1 &\. tXzl) 

Indeed Allah has ninety nine names; a hundred minus one; 
whosoever memorizes them shall enter Jannah. (Al-Bukhari) 

4. Du‘a itself is an ‘ibadah, rather it is the essence 
of ‘ibadah. If du‘a is made with the Al-Asma-ul- 
Husna then it will be truly special. 
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The readers are requested to include this blessed 
compilation in their daily practices and read it 
wholeheartedly, insha’allah through the blessing 
of the Al-Asma-ul-Husna one will gain the success 
of this world and the hereafter. 

I make du‘a that Allah SI grants acceptance to this 
humble endeavour, and through His infinite mercy 
makes it a means of gaining His closeness and love 
for the compiler, the readers and all those who 
assisted. Amin.
